OOMS CLOSER. 

Berlin, October 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —Now thet Dr. yon 
Kahr, military dictator of Bavaria, 
hus hoisted colors and notified the 
central government that he is ro 
longer disposed to obey Berlin’s or- 
cers, Chancellor Stresemann and the 
members of his miniatry realize that 
they are confronted with a situation 
threatening as never before the dis- 
ruption of Germany. 

There seems, however, tonight to 
be certain relaxation in the tension 
ana it is understood that the cabinet 
council decided to refer the dif- 
ferences between Berlin and Munich 
to the reichstrat in order to seek any 
possible reconciliation »f the conflict- 
ing interests. It is declared that 
there is no question of the seventh 
Bavarian division taking a new oath 
vl allegiance. 

Two Ways Oven. 

Tt is obvious that there are only 
two alternatives before the reich gov- 
ernment: one is negotiation with Ba- 
Varia, the other, resort to force, thus 
Jetting loose the horrors of civil war. 
‘And it is certain that Berlin will 
move heaven and earth to avoid the 
latter alternative. 

The government issued a proclama- 
tion to the German people warning 
them against what is termed Ba- 
waria’s open breach of the constitu- 
ticn. The proclamation declares that 
Pavaria has thought fit to bring 
about internal disputes in the reich 
despite the intolerable distress in the 
Rhineland and the Rubr and that 
the question is whether military dis- 
cipline is to prevail. 

-- After emphasizing the anxiety of 
the central governmenr to avoid a 
rupture with Bavaria, the manifesto 
repudiates what is described as an at- 
tempt by some persons to reptesent 
the Bavarian government’s action as 
pert of a struggle by ationalists and 
Christians against the Marxian in- 
ternationalistic attitude. 

Scores Bavaria. 

“The action of the Bavarian gov- 
ernment at a time whien the imperial 
government requires the forces of the 
whole of the people in order to hold 
out against the French annihiliatory 
policy,” is strongly condemned by the 


proclamation and an appeal is made 
to. all Germans to combine in the 
struggle “for the oniy thing that re- 
mains to the German people—the 
German reich and German unity.’ 

General von Seeckt, commander-in- 
chief of the reichswehr, today issued 
a statement to the reichswehr describ- 
ing the Bavarian government's ac- 
tion as an attack on the constitution. 
He declares that anybody obeying the 
Bavarian government's decree breaks 
his oath to the reich and is guilty 
of military disobedience. 

“TI formally call upon the seventh 
Bavarian division of the reichswehr,” 
says the statement, “to remain loyal 
to their oath to the reich and to un- 
conditionally obey the orders of 
their highest military commander. I 
regard the loyalty of all other sec- 
tions of the army as assured.”

Uncle Sam Has Huge Pile 
Of War Junk Still to Sell 


Warehouses in All Parts 
of Nation Shelter Goods 
Worth Approximately 
$150,000,000.

Washington, October 21.—Uncie 
Sam still has a junk pile of $150,- 
000,000 worth of war remnants on 
his hands, gathering dust in scores 
of temporary war shelters in all parts 
of the country. 

The silent frame structures, well- 
filled yet with countless articles used 
in carrying on the war—most of them 
as peaceful in themselves, however, as 
Shirts, shoes, harness and hats usual- 
ly are—present the most materia] evi- 
dence that the aftermath of war is 
still here, though it has been nearly 
five years since the armistice was 
signed, 

There are army shoes atill left, 
though 10,000,000 pairs have already 
been sold, which would reach, placed 
end to end. from New York clear 
across the Atlantic to Liverpool, with 
enough left to take a walk around

at first reported have been uncoy- 
ered somewhere between the mines 
and the retailer.

What is really needed is sta- 
bility in the industry, so that with 
normal tonnage and demand real 
competition can operate.”

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JUDGE EVE’S CHARGE. 
Judge Eve, of the Tifton circuit, 


one of the ablest jurists in the 


state, a sound thinker along eco- 
nomic as well as legal lines, and 
one of many other members of the 


bench in Georgia who are endowed 
with a deep spirituality, in a recent 
charge to the grand jury of Tift 
county dealt so forcibly with the 
obligations of citizenship, and with 
the appeal of duty in not only 
one’s personal observance of law 
but in cooperation in its enforce- 
ment, that it stands out as one of 
the ablest addresses ever delivered 
from the bench in this state. 

On this page, in another column, 
is published extracts from. that 
charge, and perhaps the most strik- 
ing sentence in the whole is the 
following, which has a peculiar and 
dynamic force: 

“The first duty of a citizen is to 
obey the laws of his country; the 
second to see that others obey 
them; the third, to carry the mes- 
sage of law observance to others.” 

These three cardinal duties of 
citizenship, if observed, would 
throw open the doors of the jails, 
and create a condition of humar 
idealism that would make of the 
country something of an Utopia; 
and yet, the most serious obliga- 
tion of individual citizenship is 
personal observance of law, and one 
cannot observe law who condones 
lawlessness in others, or who fails 
to cooperate with enforcement 
officials in seeing that law is 
observed. 

There is a crime wave sweeping 
all over this country today. 

The same is true as it relates to 
the spirit of intolerance sweeping 
over the country. The constitu- 
tion of the United States is the 
organic and fundamental law. 

It guarantees, in its bill of rights, 
individual liberties, the separation 
of church and state, trial by a jury 
of peers, and conviction only upon 
sworn testimony, etc. 

A growing disregard for the 
tenets of constitutional law is a dis- 
regard for all law, and an open 
door to violations that undermine 
the very bedrock of government. 

The duty of the citizen, as Judge 

Eve so forcibly declares, is greater 
than being personally obedient to 
law. It is to see that the other 
citizen obeys the law, and that the 
message of law observance shall be 
carried to others, that all may 
recognize the integrity and _ the 
Sacredness of our system of 
judiciary, and of the statutes under 
Which all are protected alike. 
* “Any man who violates the law 
himself or permits others to do so 
had better beg his country’s pardon 
and ask God’s forgiveness,” says 
Judge Eve. 

This places the duty of one citi- 
zen preventing another from violat- 
ing the law on the same parity 
with one’s own violation of law. 

' This is a test of the strength and 
fiber of manhood, for too often 
has a citizen felt that his own re- 
sponsibility began and ended with 
his own actions. If all citizens who 
love the law and obey it will observe 
the responsibility of seeing that 
others love and obey it, the calen- 
dars of the courts will be less con- 
gested, and justice, as guaranteed 
under our system of jurisprudence, 
will be swifter and perhaps surer.

NAVY DAY. 

On Saturday, the 27th of this 
month, the nation celebrates Navy 
Day—this day being selected in 
commemoration of the birthday of 
a great American, Theodore Roose- 
velt, who, for nearly eight years, was 
commander-in-chief of our army 
and navy. 

The day is to be celebrated in 
every state of the union, and ex- 
tensive preparations are being made 
to give assurance that it will be 
worthily observed. 

The Anglo-Saxon, since the ear- 
liest days of his history, has been a 
seafarer. Beowulf and his comp2n- 
ions sailed o’er the “swan-road”’— 
they knew the poetry and the ma- 
jesty of the sea. 
foremost nations of the 
descendants of the ancient Anglo- 
Saxons, have retained the love for, 
and incidentally the command of, 
the seven seas. 

Navy Day, established last year, 


has received the indorsement of two | 


presidents of the United States, 
and of many other eminent men. 
The sponsors of Navy Day, although 
rejoicing that the principle of limi- 
tation of armaments by agreement 
was initiated by our government, 
feel that “‘it is well for the people 
of America to realize that their 
navy is an instrument of stability 
in a troubled world which should be 
supported in accordance with the 
recommendation of the authorities 
charged with the responsibility of 
our national defense.’”’ This recom- 
mendation is for the full mainte- 
nance of the navy permitted under 
the 5-5-3 ratio established at the 
Washington conference. 


It is eminently fitting that Navy 
Day should be celebrated on the 
birthday of Theodore Roosevelt, for 
as assistant secretary of the navy, 
under Secretary Long, Roosevelt was 
the first to demand and to obtain 
an adequate navy, and much of the 
present efficiency and alertness of 
our navy is directly due to his un- 
tiring zeal and unselfish devotion to 
duty. 

The navy is our first line of 
defense—it is the right arm of the 
department of state. As such we 
are justly proud of it, but as an in- 
strument of mercy we are even 
more proud of our navy. Twice 
within a year it has had the good 
fortune to act in this capacity. To 
fire-swept Smyrna and to earth- 
quake-riven Japan it brought rescue 
and gave renewed courage. 

The heart of the world yearns 
for that day when armed force shall 
have passed from the earth, but that 
day is not yet at hand. Neither 
the world nor the nations are yet 
governed by international law and 
it is fitting that we should have a 
navy commensurate with the respect 
that is due us as a nation. No 
country has ever been defeated until 
her ships have been driver from 
the high seas. The combined fleets 


of Great Britain, the United States, 


and France, insured an ultimate al- 
lied victory, for the German navy 
was forced to dry rot in helpless in- 
activity in the Kiel Canal, and its 
other home ports. It dared not 
venture out. 

So let us all do our part in re- 
membering, and celebrating, Navy 
Day. 
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IN A NUTSHELL. 
From Commander Alvin Owsley’s 
Speech before the American Legion 
at San Francisco: 


“The German reparations issue 
probably is the most important of our 
generation. It is an issue fought for 
to the death by thousands of American 
youths who will sleep under the soil 
they fell to preserve. 

“Yet at the time when we were 
most needed, at the moment when our 
mighty arm and power for right were 
appealed to, we capitulated, turned our 
backs upon our former comrades and 
skulked away—sailed home, leaving 
France and Belgium to face the music 
alone, which has meant for them addi- 
tional years of suffering. 

“America has been a_ self-styled 
friend. Now we are the casual, ‘dis- 
interested observer’ in European af- 
fairs. To me it is a position that 
mocks the glory of our heroic dead, a 
stand that belittles us in the face of 
truth and justice, a stand that is 
enough to shame those who profess to 
love the right and hold national honor 
dearer than life itself.” 


It would be difficult to speak 
the truth more concisely and more 
forcibly. And in speaking thus 
plainly he has spoken the sentiment 
of the American people, and with 
the voice of American patriotism.

THOUSAND AND ONE CAUSES 
OF HEADACHE. 
es enough to give one a headache 
just trying to list or classify the dif- 
ferent causes of headaches. Instead 
of having a headache, let’s try to dis- 
Seminate a healthful idea about the 
headaches and backaches, which are 
traditionally associated with pelvic dis- 
ease or “female trouble.” The cheer- 
ing truth is that neither headaches nor 
backache occurs in most cases of ac- 
tual disease of the pelvic organs of 
women; in most cases of chronie head- 
ache and backache in women there is 
really nothing wreng with the pelvic 
organs. If women are more subject to 
headaches or backache than men, it 
lg not because of their sex, 

Running over a few of the thou- 
sand and one causes of headache as 
lightly as possible, there is the head- 
ache of syphilis, of malaria, brain, tu- 
mor, uremia, fatigue, bad air, silght 
leakages from gas fittings in home or 
Shop, constipation, overeating (which 
includes headaches attributed to ‘‘bil- 
lousness” or, if a fancier name is pre- 
ferred, “lithemia”), nasal sinusitis, mi- 
graine, neuralgia, meningitis, the on- 
set of “fnfections diseases, ar- 
teriosclerosis with nephritis and 
hypertension, alcoholism (“the morn- 
ing after’), eye strain and vari- 
ous diseases of the eye. The 
excuse headache, the alibi  head- 
ache, the so-called “nervous” headache. 
the headache of hysteria and that of 
ennul are varieties of deceit, and, as 
we agreed the other day in discussing 
imaginary neuralgia, and industrious 
prevaricator who specializes long 
enough on a given untruth or faney 
comes in time to believe it himself. 
victims of “nervous,” neurathenie or 
hysterical headache are in some such 
fix as that. 

Persons exposed to the vapor or 
fumes of gasoline by the nature of 
their. employment suffer much from 
headache with more or less nausea or 
impaired appetite due to gasoline poi- 
soning. Many other poisons widely 
used in the industries, such as benzine, 
benzol, carbon disulphide, wood alco- 
hol, sulphuretted hydrogen, and sya- 
nogen, are responsible for headache 
‘among workers, The risk of fatal 
earbon monoxide poisoning of persons 
breathing the air of a closed or poorly 
ventilated garage where a gasoline en- 
gine is running is now generally recog- 
nized ; a throbbing headache is a !ucky 
warning signal in some such eases. 
Chronic headache is often. due to 
the daily breathing of air very slightly 
contaminated with carbon monoxide 
from engine exhausts. 

Constant dull headache is a familiar 
complaint of persons with marked 
anemia from any cause.

Smith, of Commerce, Ga., spoke 
for one hour and ten minutes 
Thursday evening at a dinner of 
the Lynchburg Association of 
Credit Men at Rustburg. Col. 
Smith, a leading attorney of 
Georgia, was forced to stop in 
his speech several times because 
of the applause, or laughter at a 
witticism. 

‘The speaker began with clever 
remarks regarding the fair sex, 
stating that he addressed the

eredit situation. 

‘(‘ol. Smith opened his speech 
with a graceful and _ inspiring 
tribute to Virginia and stood firm 
in the conviction that the south 
would come out on the top fun- 
damentally, politically, religious- 
ly and in business life. He re- 
ceived the applause at this point. 

“The meeting was in charge of 
L. P. Mann, and commenced 
with benediction by Dr. J. F. 
Peake, of Randolph-Macon, wom- 
an's college. P. H. Spencer, of 
Richmond, made a talk on Fire 
Prevention week, and John~-H. 
Davis explained the class in busi- 
ness law that will be conducted 
by the Y. M. ©. A.” 


Georgia’s system of taxation may 
need revising—if it may be revised 
so as to secure greater revenues by 
wider distribution,, lower rates and 
greater governmental economies; and 
Georgia’s pernicious political system, 
due to the annual legislative session,

Every citizen who abetsa crime by patreniz- 
ing a bootlegger should ponder that tersely 
expressed truth. As long as the government 
stands its laws must be respected by ‘ts 
citizens. In a government like ours every 
citizen's duty to see the laws enforced is 
inescapable, officer’s duty is to live up 
to his oath.

2 SENATE PROBES 
UNDER WAY TODAY 


Washington, October 21.—Inquiries 
by two senate committees are set 
down for tomorrow in advance of 
the assembling of the new congress. 
Others will get under way soon as & 
number of the leaders and many of the 
rank and file of the membership are 
gathering in Washington and the cap- 
itol again will be the scene of com- 
parative activity after eight months 
of congressional “vacation.” 

One of the investigations starting 
tomorrow will be that into the vet- 
erans’ bureau by a select committee 
composed of Senators Reed, republic- 
an, Pennsylvania, chairman; Oddie, 
republican, Nevada, and Walsh, dem- 
ocrat, Massachusetts. The other will 
be conducted by the senate public 
lands committee, Senator Smoot, re- 
publican, Utah, chairman, into the 
leasing of the naval oil reserve in 
Wyoming known as “Tea Pot Dome.” 

Have. Much Data Ready. 

Major General John F. O’Ryan, of 
New York, will conduct the inquiry 
into the veterans’ bureau and will call 
as the first witness Brigadier Gen- 
era] F. T. Hines, retired director of the 
bureau. General O’Ryan and a staff 
of assistants have been engaged all 
summer with a private inquiry for 
the collection of facts and data 
which will be presented to the com- 
mittee. : 

Members of the committee’ have 
been making some investigations on 
their own acount, with particular ref- 
erence to hospital facilities for sick 
and wounded former’ service men. 
Senator Oddie has visited government 
hospitals in Oregon, California, Ari- 
zona and other western states. 

Much of the interest in the “Tea 
Pot Dome” inquiry centers on the re- 
ports of the geologists who surveyed 
the oil reserve to determine whether 
there had been drainage of the field 
by wells sunk in nearby territory. 

Reports made to the navy and in- 
terior departments by geologists in- 
dicated that the reserve was not near- 
ly so rich in oil as had been assumed 
at the time of the leasing. 


NEGRO SLAYER WILL 
_ PLEAD SELF DEFENSE 


Adam Windsey, negro, who Satur- 
day night shot and killed County Po- 
liceman Henry Heard, will make a 
plea of self-defense when the case its 
eajled for trial, according to a staie- 
ment Sunday by Frank P. Stockten, 
local attorney, who was retained ty 
the defendant as counsel, and whe 
gave the negro’s yersion of the 
homicide. 

Attorney Stockton’s statement for 
his client follows: 

“Saturday morning at 10 o’cleck 
Lindsey was attacked at his place of 
business, in Fagan park, by six white 
men and, after being beaten over the 
head with a rock, he escaped. The 
men suouted that they were going 
after their guns and would return 
and Iiii him.

Clothing Offered 
Big Opportunity

Discarded splendor of bygone days, 
represented in garments, shoes, and 
gorgeous uniforms, may be obtained 
at the Salvation Army social service 
stores at 350 Marietta and 16 Venable 
streets. 

Included in the array of merchan- 
dise is almost every kind sof costume 
immaginable. If you are looking. for 
a masquerade attire—look no further, 
for it may be obtained at a very 
nominal sug: at these stores. 

If its the captain :of the horse 
guards, you will find plenty of uni- 
forms trimmed with gay gold buttons 
and bands. If-you want to portray the 
flappers of bygone days, there are 
plenty of basque waists, leg o’ mutton 
sleeves and bustles. 

Garments that have been treasured 
for years find their way to the Salva- 
tion Army stores when poor men and 
women with their children come to buy. 
The poor are not looking for worn out 
uniforms nor for antiquated fashions, 
so the only customers who may buy 
them are those who are seeking. cos- 
tumes for parties or plays. 

Business has been rushing at the so- 
cial service stores these last few win- 
try days, according to Capt. William 
H. Carter, Salvation army worker. The 
garments are sold for from 93 cents 
$1 depending upon their value. Good 
coats and children’s dresses may be 
bought for 20 cents. 
15 cents to SU’ cents per pair. 
derwear is sold for a few cents. 

“We have to sell these garments,” 
declared Captain Carter, “lf we gave 
them away, wed have to close the 
store tomorrow, because they’d take 
everything we have. We find that it is 
not a kindness to give things to peo- 
ple who can afford to pay for them, 
because it just makes paupers of 
them. 

“There are times, of course, wlfen 
we give away complete outfits to 
those in need. The other day a wo- 
man came here from Alabama. She 
had walked all the way. She was out 
of money, but willing to work. She 
worked for me and I kept her for 
quite a while, not charging her room 
and board. I gave her all the cloth- 
ing she needed and money to help her 
on her way when she left. 

“A woman who came in Saturday 
said she had six children and a sick 
husband. We gave outfits for the en- 
tire family. We eannot afford to 
give éverything away, for we have to 
have the clothes washed, mended and 
renovated. The same is true of shoes. 
We send them to the government’s 
vocational training school and there 
they are completely built over. What- 
ever ‘the charges are for this work 
we ask in selling the shoes. 

“We must pay our workers and 
our rent. Frequently second-hand 
dealers come to the store and trv to 
buy from us. We do not sell tb them, 
for our store exists for the exclusive 
use of the poor and needy.”

Just now England hasn’t a boxing 
champion. Every ring title belongs 
to America. Flyweight, Villa of 
Manila; bantamweight, Joe Lynch;

light heavyweight, Mike Mce- 
Tigue; heavyweight, Jack Dempsey. 
This is the first time in many years 
when all the ring titles stayed in the 
United States. Jimmy Wilde, of Eng- 
land, original flywelfght champion, 
beat all contenders for several years 
and would have been champion still 
but for his age. Freddy Welsh won 
the lightweight title from Ritchie in 
England. Jem Bowker won the ban- 
tamweight title from Frankie Neil in 
London before that.
